Bonn, Israel |

Allon to meet

Fatah leader Yasser Arafat sald 
yesterday that he expected changes 
to occur “in the map of the area 
in three to five month's time.” In 
an interview with the Beirut ma- 
gazine “A-Sayyad,” Arafat sald he 
envisaged “important developments” 
in the Middle East. 

He did not elaborate, failing to 
make clear whether he was merely 
imitating Egyptian President Sadat’s 
statement that this year would be 
decisive, or whether he was refer- 
ring to terrorist plans to proclaim 
the establishment of a “Palestinian 
government-in-exile.” 

Amman Radio expressed the view 
that Arafat was emphasizing the 
latter. 

Arafat yesterday reported on the 
terrorist movement’s activity to the 
Palestine National Council (Parlla- 
ment! which is meeting in Cairo. 

Although it boasted of the 
achievement of a formula for & 
unity within the terrorist movement, 
the Council appeared to have failed 
to include several rebellious ele- 
ments among in its 151 seats. Many 
of the seats are believed to have 
been filled during the current ses- 
sion by non-active Palestinian ele- 
ments living jn Cairo. 

Many of the outgoing Council 
members, who were nominated for 
the current Congress, the ninth, 
have so far resisted appeals to take 
part. The leader of the radical 
Popular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine, Dr. George Habash, is 
also not attending. 

According to reports from the 
Council mecting, the terrorist leader- 
ship appears to he preparing for a 
new confrontation with Jordan in 
an apparent bid to cover up for its 
own difficulties. 

“Today the Palestinian people's 
revolutionary armed forces are 
growing ever stronger through the 
fight and are daily becoming a 
shock force of the Arab national 
liberation movement,” Chou said In 
ἃ message marking the Council 
meeting In Cairo. 


PARES (AP). — The U.S. yester- 
day rejected Vietcong demands for 
unconditional withdrawal of Amer- 
iean forces from South Vietnam, 
but moved to negotiate on the new 
Vietcong peace plan in private 


The Communist delegates at the 
Paris peace talks, however, rejected 
the bid for private sessions. 

Both US. Ambassador David 
Bruce and South Vietnamese Am- 
bassador Pham Dang Lam poured 
cold water on much of the new 
seven-point Vietcong peace propo- 
sal. However, they said they were 
willing to probe it more deeply 
to clarify many obscure issues. 

Bruce said although there were 
“new elements” in the plan, basic 
Communist demands seemed un- 
changed. He did not refer to laxt 
week's White House assessment of 
“positive” elements in the peace 
proposals, 

The South Vietmamese delegate 
told the Communists: “We did not 
find any significant changes in 
your fundamental demands.” 

In presenting the Hanoi-approved 
Plan last week, the Vietcong dele- 
gate, Mrs. Nguyen Thi Binh, said 
that if the U.S. agreed to get out 
of South Vietnam by the end of 
the year “modalities’ would de 
agreed upon for the release of the 
totality of military of all parties 
and of the civilians captured in the 
war (including American pilots cap- 
tured tn North Vietnam), so that 
they may all rapidly return to 
their tomes. These two operations 
withdrawal and prisoner release 
— will begin on the same date and 
will end on the same date,” 

Both Bruce and Lam raised the 
issue of a political settlement as 
laid down by the Communists. 
Bruce sald. “We wili not impose 
any government on’ the people of 
South Vietnam, who must be aliow- 
ed to determine for themselves their 
own future.”

Pincer drive 
launched on 
N. Vietnamese 


SAIGON (AP). — An armada of 
40 U.S. helicopters lifted 1,500 South 
Vietnamese troops into the Parrot's 
Beak section of Eastern Cambodia 
yesterday in a uew pincer drive 
against North Vietnamese forces 
and bases. 


Associated ‘Press correspondent 
Holger Jensen, who flew over Cam- 
bodia in 8 helicopter, said the South 
Vietnamese troops were dropped off 
from 10 to 15 kms. deep In Cam- 
bodian territory. They met no op- 
position in the opening of the drive. 
A second force of 1,500 troops 
spearheaded by an armoured co- 
lumn is moving southward from 
Kompong ‘Trach. 


The Parrot’s Beak straddles High- 
way 1 and extends roughly 24 
kms. on either side of the high- 
way. The flat, marshy terrain bas 
long been used by the North Viet- 
mamese and Vietcong as a staging 
area for operations in the southern 
half of South Vietnam and for sap- 
per operations in Saigon. 


It was one of the first regions 
invaded by allied forces during the 
first major U.S.-South Vietnamese 
drive into Cambodia In May and 
June of 1970. 


In Saigon, a Thai army spokes- 
man announced yesterday that half 
of the 12,000 Thai troops stationed 
in Vietnam would return home by 
the end of this month.

fifth round of the Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks (Salt). 

The formal plenary session lasted 
for 60 minutes. “The atmosphere was 
great,” conference sources said. 

“This session started on the same 
positive note expressed by both de- 
legations when the previous session 
ended in Vienna last May 28."

told a delegation of the Public Coun- 
cil for the Conservation of Environ- 
mental Quality yesterday. | 

The major polluters In the Greater 
Halfa area, among them the Refine- 
ties, the Petrochemical Industries. 
the Electric Corporation and, though 
reluctantly, Nesher, had pledged 
funds for the equipment needed to 
determine the degree of air pollution 
as the first step to taking remedial 
action, Mr. Zeisel said. 

Measurements: would be taken 
throughout the four seasons with 
the aid-of the equipment (yet to be 
acquired) and would be continued 
for more than one year. He himself 
had, as a city councillor, proposed 
ἃ committee for actton against air 
pollution in 1967, but his proposal 
bad not been accepted then (the 


late Mayor Abba Khoushy was in- 
different to the subject). 

Last year the City Council had 
formed a public committee consist- 
of Council members and repre- 
sentatives of the public. Mr. Zeisel 
rejected a proposal of the Public 
Council to allow one of its members 
to attend meetings of the city hall 
committee as an observer. “We are 
already a public committee.” he 
said. 

Council members pointed out that 
cleanliness on public beaches left 
much to be desired and that all 
municipal workers did was to cover 
up the filth instead of removing it. 
Mr. Zeisel said that tar and oil 
pollution of beaches was a Mediter- 
ranean affliction aggravated by oil 
shipments from Libya. Tankere 
sailing there empty were spilling 
ballast water mixed with residual 
oil into the sea and currents spread 
it to all shores. Ali the same, the 
city was spending IL35,000 on clean- 
ing up its public beaches. but he 


admitted he did not know how 
well the job was carried out. 

Another subject discussed was the 
contamination of the Kishon for 
which the Deputy Mayor put the 
blame largely on the Refineries. One 
of the Public Council delegates re- 
called that years ago his school held 
swimming contests in the stream, 
Mr. Zejsel warned that it would 
take years to clean it up. Ending 
air pollution too would take years 
and he was frankly sceptical about 
the possibility of keeping the coun- 
try's beaches clean. A further source 
of pollution was motor traffic. It 
was one of the problerns which only 
the Government could solve, through 
legislation on the composition of 
fuels. 

The Public Council was formed 
last year by Technion engineers, 
scientists, doctarg and other resi- 
dents concerned by the city’s mount- 
ing pollution problem and years of 
neglect.

Emergency surgery 
on Princess Anne 


LONDON, (Reuter) Princess 
Anne, 20-year-old daughter of Queen 
Elizabeth, was recovering in a Lon- 
don hospital yesterday after an 
emergency operation for the remov- 
al of an inflamed ovarian cyst. 

She was rushed to the King Ed- 
ward VIE hospital on Wednesday 
evening when the cyst began to 
haemorrhage. Earlier, the Queen's 
personal physician, Sir Ronald 
Bodley Scott, had been called to 
Buckingham Palace when the Prin- 
cess complained she was feeling un- 
well. 

A Palace spokesman said after 
the operation that Princess Anne’s 
condition was satisfactory. 

The operation was performed by 
the Queen’s Gynaecologist, Sir John 
Peel. Sir Ronaid Bodley Scott at- 


tended as consultant. 

Medical experts here said the 
princess should be out of the hos- 
pital within 10 days, If the opera- 
tion hag been a complete success 
the after-effects should be no more 
serious than those of an appendix 
operation. 

A leading gynaecological conaul- 
tant commented: “At Princess Anne's 
age, this condition is not likely to 
lead to infertility. It is probable 
that the cyst was isolated and that 
there will be no serious long-term 
effects. 

“In older women one of the most 
common causes of infertility is 
multiple ovarian cysts. But in any 
case it appears the princess had 
only one‘ cyst, so there should’ be 
no danger,” the consultant added.

The rules of the 
‘Bank of Israel] Hmited the business 
any bank could do in guaranteed 
bills in accordance with the liquid 
means of the bank and the size 

. of its capital and reserves. In many 
cases the limited capitalization of 
local banks put a. ceiling on the 
bills they could guarantee and trade 
for their customers. Barclays, how- 
ever being an affiliate of a worid- 
wide concern with a huge capital, 
was scarcely affected by this li- 
miting factor. 


Not understaffed 


But perhaps the prime factor 
which led to Barclays’ less than sa- 
‘tisfactory results was its heavy pay- 
roll, Operating under conservative 
clerical methods the ‘bank was cer- 
talnly not understaffed. On the other 
hand Barclays employees were well 
organized and received their share 
of the high salaries of the Israeli 
banking world.:. What had been 
agreed upon between staff and 
management of Bank Leumi with 
regard to salaries and other beae- 
fits, was promptly demanded by the 
staff committee of Barclays.

It achieves greater ac- 
curacy (there Is a self-correcting 
device}, economises In water and 
chemicals, and saves oné-quarter of 
the manpower. Selling-price is be- 
tween $8,000 and $12,000, depending 
on specifications. One firm booked 
24 units for $200,000 on the spot 
before Arel had even appointed its 
foreign agencies. "We shall fill 
order at the rate of two machines 
a month,” Mr. Shimon Kier, of Ar- 
gaman, told The Jerusalem Post 
‘Wednesday. He is one of Arel's three 
directors, all aged under 40.

In an appeal 
from a lower court decision, 
Flood's lawyers told the Supreme 
Conrt that baseball had changed 
since its 1953 decision reaffirming 
the game’s exemption from the an- 
titrust laws.

Flood is a 88-year-old center- 
fielder who refused to report to the 
Philadelphia Phillies isst year af- 
ter he was traded by the St. Louls 
Cardinals.

West German Foreign Minister 
Walter Scheel last night reiterated 
that his visit here could be seen 
only in the context of the 
tragic ties which link the people of 
Israel and Germany. “What has 
been done to the Jewish people by 
my people cannot be forgotten, but 
we have decided not to live only in 
the past and to look to the future.” 

Speaking in German, Mr. Scheel 
was replying to a welcoming ad- 
dress by Mayor Teddy Kollek, who 
was the host at a reception at City 
Hall in honour of the German 
Foreign Minister and Mrs. Walter 
Scheel. Commenting on his tour of 
Jerusalem earlier in the afternoon, 
Mr. Scheel sald one could feel the 
dynamism of the city as symbolized 
by its Mayor. It is a city rich in 
beauty, history and culture with a 
great future, 

The guests included leaders of 
the varlous churches in Jerusalem 
and Arab dignitaries, 

Mr. Kollek first welcomed the 
visitors in German and then swit- 
ching to English, said that during 
his tour yesterday Mr. Scheel had 
had an opportunity to witness how 
Jerusalem had again become one 
united elty, which it had been for 
4,000 years, with the exception of 
19 years (when Hast Jerusalem was 
under Jordanian rule). “I deeply 
pelieve that Jerusalem will remain 
united forever," Mayor Kollek 
stressed. 

He presented Mr. Scheel with a

The police pul- 
led the flag from them before it 
caught fire. One demonstrator at- 
tempted to set fire to a small Ger- 
man flag on the bumper of one of 
the official cars, but he was seized 
by police. Ag Mr, Scheel emerged 
from his car, the youths chanted in 
English, “We don't forgive.” 


‘Duri7ng the afternoon. Mr. Scheel 
toured the city with Mayor Kollek. 
They visited the Dormition Abbey, 
most of whose monks come from 
Germany, then entered the Old City 
to visit the Jewish Quarter recon- 
struction sites and the Western 
Wall 


At the latter site, Mr. Scheel was 
greeted by a dozen chanting Betar 
youths, ‘Mr. Kollek asked them to 
keep quiet so that he could de- 
scribe the area to the visitor. “You 
can shout afterwards.” he toid 
them. The youths complied.
